Wm. Walsh Denounces a 
Proposed Social Club Ball. 


Fr. 


He Reads Its Ticket From the Pulpit 
of St. Bridget’s. 


THEN ASKS WHAT KIND OF LADIES 
ATTEND SUCH AFFAIRS. 


A Vigorous Attack Upon the ‘‘Wood- 
bine Social Club’’ of St. Bridget’s 
Parish—Parents of Members Warned 
Against the Dangers Threatening 
Their Sons—Some Results Following 
Fr. Walsh’s Personal Investiga- 
tions—A Priest’s Plain Talk. 


The Woodbine Social Club of Twenty-third 
and Carr streets intendsto givea grand ball 
next Saturday night ina hall at Grand and 
Easton avenues, ‘‘tickets 25 cents, ladies 
free,’ and last Sunday morning Fr. Wm. 


‘Walsh stood in the pulpit at St. Bridget’s 


Church at Jefferson avenue and Carr street, 
with one of the ball tickets held aloft in his 
right hand, and denounced the Woodbine 
Social Club, its grand ball and the social club 
system. Asnearly all the young men anda 
boys who comprise the Woodbine member- 
ship belong to St. Bridget’s Parish, and as 
many of their parents were at that moment 
attending the services in St. Bridget’s 
Church, Fr. Walsh’s attack was naturally a 
rather startling one. But the bold priest had 
made up his mind that there was an evil 
right in his parish that needed suppression, 
and he spared no efforts in his opening 
move toward its suppression. 
SEVERELY ARRAIGNED. 

**This ball is being openly canvassed in the 
parish,’* said Fr. Walsh, ‘‘and the young men 
who seemto be getting it up are Catholic 
young men. This ticket whichI hold in my 
hand announces that the price of admission 
is 25 cents, ana that ‘ladies will be admitted 
free.’ Need I ask you what kird of ladies will 
be at that bali? 

**Whatisthe Woodbine Soctal Club? It is 
ap Organization of young men, all of them 
minors, who, under the law, are not 
allowed to gather together for deliber- 
ative purposes. Its club-house is 
an ola deserted stable on the corne 
of Twenty-third and Carr streets. Its lower 
floor was fora time used as a coal shed, but 
is now abandoned. 
headquarters of the Woodbine Social Club. 
The very character of the place is against it 
as a place for the meetings of boys and young 
men. The Woodbine Social Club, too, fs the 


same club, with a new name and a new loca- 
tion, that was broken up in this parish last 
winter, and which abandoned its quarters at 
Twenty-second and Wash streets. Its mem- 
bership is now practically the same, its evil 
influence on the young men of this partsh is 
the same. 

‘*‘Whatis the influence of these so-called 
social clubs? My nephew, Fr. Thomas 
Walsh, has visited and stu@fed them. They 
are always located within afew doorsof a 
saloon. The favorite meeting night is Satur- 
day night, and Ihave learned that on that 
night many of the members get so intox!i- 
cated that they spend the whole night at the 
club. That is the reason why Saturday night 
is so popular. These young men and bovs 
seem to go deliberately intothese bacchana- 
lian revelg of Saturday night, knowing that 
they will be thereby rendered unable to at- 
tend to religious dutieson Sunday. The Cath- 
olicchurch requires that its members shall 
attend its service on Sunday, or else they are 
living in sin, These social club members 
who goto the Saturday all-night revels of 
their club do so with the deliberate intention 
of neglecting the duties of their church. 
And they are led to other sins also in these 
clubs in addition tothe sins of drunkenness 
and neglect of their religious duties.

STIRRED THEM UP. 

The effect of Fr. Walsh’s sermon was to 
stir up a very considerable excitementin St. 
Bridget’s parish. He has been visited already 
by the parents of some of the members of the 
Woodbine Social Club, and it is safe to say 
that already a strong pressure is being 
brought to bear to keep many of the boys and 
young men away from the proposed Saturday 
night ballat Grandand Easton avenues. It 
is also likely that the attack will 
be kept up until the Woodbine 
disbands as its predecessor did. The crusade 
against the socialclubs last winter, which 
resulted in the closing up of the one at 
Twenty-second and Wash streets. was con- 
aqucted by Fr. Thomas Walsh, Fr. William 
Walsh’s nephew. The latter stated 

PostT-DISPATCH reporter this 
that his nephew reported 
that one of the greatest 
sins of such clubs was that the members also 
enticed young girls intothe club-rooms at 
night. Fr. Walsh did not dwell on this 
point from the pulpit, but confined his al- 
lusions to it toa general mention of the ‘‘im- 
moralities’’ practiced by the social clubs. 
The priest states that the ages of members of 
such clubs range from i16to 21 years. He 
also avows his determination to keep up the 
attack on them until he has, at least, driven 
them from St, Bridget’s parish,

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FRIGHTENED BY A POLICEMAN. 


Mrs. Jackson Euffers Serious Consequen- 
ces From Officer Fox’s Treatment. 


Elmer FE. Ja@Kson of 3001 Rappahannock 
street called on Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Estep this morning and wanted ‘to 
procure a warrant against Police Of fcer Ed 
Fox, who walks the beat in the vicinity of 
Twelfth and Pine streets. Jackson, whoisa 
well dressed young man and says he Is in the 
claim business in the Fagin Bullding on Olive 


street, opposite the Custom-house, stated 
that last evening between 5 and 6 
o’ clock he “and his wife were 
on Twelfth and Pine streets, and he left his 
wife alone for a few moments while he 
stepped across the street into a saloon to see 
a purty about a pawnticket. When he re- 
turned, he stated, he found her inthe custody 
of Officer Fox. 

Jackson stated that his wife is in a dell- 
cate condition and was almost frightened to 
death. He said that his wife isnot longin 
the city, and that ne came here from Wash- 
ington City, D. C., April 4 last. 

‘‘Thad not been gone from my wife sixty 
seconds,’” said Jackson, ‘‘when she was 
stopped by the officer, who placed his club 
acress in front of her and said: ‘You are un- 
der arrest.’ When I returned he would not 
allow us to move on. ‘I don’t belleve that 
this man is your husband,’ said he. ‘You 
are nota proper character or you would not

to a hotel. I took her to the Merchants’ 

Hotel at Twelfth and Olive streets, and sent 

for Dr. Briggs of Fourteenth and Olive 

streets, who attended her.

OFFICER FOX'S STATEMENT. 

Officer Fox denies thathe subjected Mrs. 
Jackson to any unpleasant treament more 
than was absolutely necessary in the dis- 
charge of his duty. 

‘*The evening before last,’’ said he, 
**Mr. ,Matt Dougherty, who keeps a 
grocery on the corner or Twelfth 
and Pine streets, complainedto me and my 
partner, Officer Woodling, of the conduct of 
women in the Vicinity of his store.

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Status of the Nation’s Finances 
Exhaustively Treated. 


Annual Report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES OF THE 
GOVERNMENT SET FORTH. 


Verdict of ths Peop'e for Tariff Revision 
Renders Estimates Uncertain—Silver 
and the Monetary Conference Touched 
Upon—Success of Reciprocity Treaties 
—Legislation Rscommended — Wash- 
ington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—The annual 
report of the Secretary of the Treasury shows 
that the Government revenues from all 
sources during The past fiscal year were 
$425,868,260, and the total expenditures 
$415,953,806, leaving a surplus of $9,- 
914,453. With the cash balance, the national 


bank redemption fund and a few small items 
added, the surplus was $40,750,468, which was 
applied to the payment of the public debt and 
the national bank notes. Ascompared with 
the fiscal year 1891, the receipts for 1892 have 
fallen off $32,675,972, the principal Iosses be- 
ing customs receipts, $42,069,24), and in 
profits on coinage, $5,681,479. Onthe other 
hand there was a gain in “internal 
revenue receipts of $4,998,650 and insales of 
District of Columbia bonds of $2,412,744. 
Intheordinary expenditures there wasa 
decrease of $10,349,354, which is accounted 
for by diminished payments for discount 
taxes, refund of excessive customs deposits, 
drawbacks, census, quartermaster’s sup- 
plies and interest of the public debt, the de- 
crease in the last item alone being $14,169,019. 
For the present fiscal yearthe revenues are 


estimated as follows: From customs, $198,- 
000,000; from internal revenue, $165,000,000; 
from miscellaneous sources, $20,000,009; from 
postal service, $80,336,359.44. Total  esti- 
mated revenues, $463,336,350.44., 

The expenditures for the same period are 
estimated as follows: For the civil service 
establishment, $108,000.000; for the military 
establishment, * $49,000,000; for the naval es- 
tablishment, $51,000,000; for the Indian 
service, $9,000,000; for pensions, $158,000,000; 
for interest onthe public debt, $26,000,000; 
for postal service, $80,336,350.44. Total 
estimated expenditures, $461,336,850.44, leav- 
ing an estimated surplus for the 
year of $2,000,000. The 
balance in the Treasury at the end of the 
present fiscal year is stated at $120,992,377. 
The revenues for the fiscal year 1894 are esti- 
mated at $490,121,365and the appropriations 
required $457,261,335, exclusive of the sinking 
fund, or an estimated surplus of $32,860,030, 
which with the cash balancé above gold 
reserve would make the avallable balance 
$53,852,407 and deducting accrued or accruing 
obligations (mall contracts and redemptions) 
would leave the balance $47,852,407. Charge- 
able against this are unexpended river and 
harbor ana ordnance 
amounting to $44,000,000, and no account Is 
taken of the sinking fund requirements, 
amounting to $48,600,000, beyond redemp- 
tions estimated at $5,000,000. 

THE PEOPLE HAVE SPOKEN. 

The estimated receipts, says the Secretary, 
are based upon conditions prevailing prior 
to the late election. Public opinion having 
decreed achange of poiicy, particularly in 
the tariff laws, the altered conditions result- 
ing therefrom render it impossible at the 
present time toestimate the annual income 
withany marked degree of accuracy, and it is 
impossible to predict the effect that such 
proposed radical changes would have upon 
the future revenues of the Government. ‘rhe 
Secretary further saysthat he will not esti- 
mate further, butthat the inevitable result 
‘of the tariff reduction agitation will be a fall- 
ing off inimportations andin revenue, the 
extent of which no one can measure. 

He does say, however, that all the facts 
fully justify the opinion that the large in- 
crease of receipts as credited to the marvel- 
ous prosperity of the country under the pres- 
ent revenue system would, if continued, 
enable the department during the coming 
fiscal year to meet all obligutions without the 
slightest impairment of itscash and there- 
aftercontinue toshowa material improve- 
ment in its condition. 

Touching the sinking fund act, the report 
states that up to June 30 last $990,510,681 more 
than is required by law has been credited to 
the fund. He recommends the repeal ofthe 
act of March 3, 1881, authorizing the applica- 
tion of surplus money to the purchase or re- 
demntion of United States bonds, in view of 
the very large decrease in the national debt 
already effected and the probable future con- 
dition of the national finances. 

Touching the gold reserve, the report says 
the Treasury has difficulty with the limited 
amount of cash on hand above the $100 ,000, 000 
redemption fund to keep a sufficient stock of 
gold, and if the shipments continue as large 
as they bave been during the past two years, 
the gold inthe Treasury will be daiminished 
below the reserve line. 

SILVER TOUCHED ON. 

The maintenance of sliverat par has also 
increased the possiblie charge upon the gold 
reserve, and therefore the Secretary sug- 
gests that the reserve for the redemption of 
Government obligations should be increased 
tothe extent of at least 20 per centofthe 
amount of Treasury notes issued nnder the 
act of July 14, 1890. The Secretary says: 

As will be seen by the estimates submitted the re- 
ceipts of the current and the next fiseal year are not 
likely, if present conditions continue, to fall below 
expenditures. Yetinviewot the fact that the sur- 
plus for this year will be small upon the basis stated, 
with the probability of a falling offin receipts for 
causes mentioned, I think the revenues should 
be so increased as to oenabie the 
Department to maintain reserve 
of not less than ,000,000 to 
maintain a comfortable working balance in the 
Treasury cash. Asageneral revision of our customs 
laws is not probable I do not feel like suggesting any 
special metheds for increasing the revenue, though 
I should otherwise think that an additional tax on 
whisky, which could be collected without additional 
cost wouid furnish an easy method. 

In regard to the Monetary Conference he 
says: 

This conference is nowinsession. As yet little is 
known as to what its action may be beyond the gen- 
eral faét that the subject of the better use of silver 
as a mone metal is receiving its earnest 
attention. Whatever may be the outcome of 
the conference, it is safe to predict that aclearer 
idea will be had of the views and purposes of the 
countries represented.’’ 


He gives statistics to show the success of 
the reciprocity treaties now in operation, 
and says the result of reciprocity will be en- 
larged markets for our agricultural and 
manufacturing products and increased em- 
ployment for our ships. 

The Secretary refers with much satisfac- 
tion to the benefit accruing from the opera- 
tion of the ‘‘administrative’’ of June 10, 1890 
which shows that both the importers and 
customs officers have obtained relief from 
many evils it was intended to remedy. The 
Secretary renews his past recommendations 
the more important being the abolition of all 
fees, commissions, etc., now allowed 
collectors and surveyors and the estab- 
lishment of a fixed salary; the con- 
solidation of customs dlistricts and 
the clothing of the Secretary with 
powers to abolish districts and discontinue 
minor ports; the revision and codification of 
customs and navigation laws bi 
especially urged with such 
new provisions as are 
efficiency of the service, 

Secretary says, could haraiy

and revising these laws. 
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a lamentable condition of affairs. It would 
seem that we were weil hemmed in by sub- 


| sidized steamship companies and subsidized 


railroads ofthe British Government monop- 
olizing trade legitimately belonging to our 
own people. Thestep toward such preven- 
tion by the provision in the statutes for pay- 
ments to American Duillt, American owned 
vessels of certain classes in the foreign trade 
is in the right direction. 

Itis very desirable that there shall bea 
continuance or extension of the present 
policy of protecting our vessels in the foreign 
trade against the subsidized lines of foreign 
governments, So that we may reckon for 
those- directly or indirectly interested 
a fair portion of the money 
now expended in foreign countries 
for ships and the navigation thereof; 
so that employment and nautical Knowledge 
and experience may be given to officers and 
men, who in case of war would be utilized in 
our navy and sothat we may be enabled to 
build up, as auxillary tothe navy,ja class of 
power, steam vessels, constituting an offset 
to the vast fleets of such craft, belonging to 
foreign nations, now swarming along our 
coasts, fitted for immediate use as war Vves- 
sels with cannon in store at home and ready 
for service ata day’s notice, as destroyers of 
our commerce in waters with which their 
crews are familiar, or asitransports for 
troops to our stores on shores In our vicinity. 

On the subject of public buildings, the Sec- 
retary says that the expenditures during the 
year ended Sept. 30 last were $6,741,256, and 
the outstanding contract Habilities, $2,834,408, 
making a total of $9,575,694. 

From present indications, he says that be- 
tween this date and the close of the second 
session of the Fifty-second Congress several 
millions of doliars of the aggregate amount 
of the various Dalances of appropriations, 
now remaining avallable,and aggregating 
about $15,000,000, will be covered by contract 
liabilities. He indorses the recommenda- 
tions made by the supervising architect, no- 
tably tosecurea permanent foundation for 
the public building at Chicago. As to come 
plications as to public building at Emporia, 
Kan., to prescribe the limit of cost of new 
public bDuilding at San Francisco, modifying 
legislation relating to the sale of marine 
hospital site and the purchase of another 
site at Pittsburg, Pa. 

The report charges the delays in commenc- 
ing the work on many new public bulldings 
to the failure of Congress to provide neses- 
sary cClericaland expert force, and to the 
eight-hour law. Espectalattention is called 
to securing plans for public buildings. 


WORLD’S FAIR. 

The subject of the World’s Fair is briefly 
dismissed with the statement that satisfac- 
tory progress has been made in the prepara- 
tion of the departments exnibit, in the ar- 
rangement of the customs laws and regula- 
tions and upon the Government buildings. 

Speaking on the subject of immigration the 
Secretary isclearly of the opinion that only 
by a rigid examination, made at the place of 
departure, can the prohibitive features 
of the law be executed with any considerable 
degree of efficiency. The remedy for the 
evils of immigration, the Secretary says, 
is within the control of Congress.4 Tne Sec- 
retary recommends the increase ofthe head 
tax. Asa measureto determine what this 
tax should be he suggested that the sum 
should be such as will eaualize 
the cost of the immigrants to 
reach South America or Australia. 
On the subject of alien contract labor laws 
the Secretary says: The vigorous execution 
of the law bas calleda haltin the extensive 
importation of foreign laborers under con- 
tract. 

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

Onthe subject of Chinese exclusion the 
Secretary says that notwithstanding the 
of severitythe laws relating§thereto, many 
Chinese persons find their way into our terri- 
tory chiefly by way of Canada. Provision Is 
made for the admission of Chinese exhibitors 
and employes of exhibitors at the 
World’s Fair, and it is proDa- 
ble, the Secretary says, that a 
large number of Chinese laborers will enter 
the United States by this authority. The Secre- 
tary says at the close of the fiscal year no ap- 
plications for certificates had been made by 
resident Chinese laborers and that there 
seems to be a determination on the part of 
the Chinese not to register. 

Recommendations of the Comptroller of 
Currency, relating to deposits of bonds by 
national banks, banks’ issue of circulation, 
limiting withdrawal of bonds to secure cir- 
culation, assessment of banks, limiting the 
amount which may ve loaned toa person, 
company, corporation or firm and vern- 
ment issue of bonds at low interest to retire 
present bonded debt, are approved by the 
Secretary. 

The Secretary concurs in the recommenda- 
tions of the Inspector-General of steam vVes- 
sels that the officers and employes of the ser- 
vice below the office of supervising inspector 
be appointed solely with reference to their 
fitness, and without reference to their politi- 
cal or party affiliations. 

The retary renews the recommendation 
made in his last report that early action be 
taken by Congress toward such legisiation 
as will make the use of the metric system of 
weights and measures obligat in transac- 
tions at United States Custom- on and 
after the first day of the

The report gives full details ofthe changes 
in. loans and currency, the production of 
special metals, the national banks and In- 
ternalrevenue and indorses generally the 
recommendacions made by the officer in 
charge of those respective branches. 

QUARANTIN E. 

On the subject of quarantine the Secretary 
Says: ‘‘State laws cannot properly control 
or direct the management of creat quarantine 
where other States are interested. The 
whole country should have a volce 
ing their ownership and agement 
and this can only be accomplis 's 
legislative action as will forbid the collection 
of quarantine fees by State or munitipal au- 
thorities and which shall direct the assump- 
tion of quarantine duties by. the United 
States. This duty rests under the same au- 
thority as that under which laws relating to 
immigration are framed and executed, 

Kvery serious epidemic that this country 
has ever cnown has been traced to the immli- 
grant and it must be apparent that the same 
authority that controls immigration should 
control quarantine. Admitting that any 
particular local quarantine may be perfectly 
managed of what avail is it if a 
neighboring porthas eitheralax or insuf- 
ficient quarantine. Such are the facilities 
for iniand communication thatall quaran- 
tine which must be fully efficient to be suc- 
cessful tn preventing importation of disease, 
and only the strong arm of ,the Government, 
directed under laws enacted by representa- 
tives of the whole people can give confidence 
and security. ’®@

BRetorms Urged by a National Meeting of 
British  Agriculturists— The New 
French Cabinet Accepted as Satisfac- 
tory—Anti-Semitism in Germany — 
General Foreign News. 


. Brvussevs, Dec, 7.—An important section of 
the International Monetary Conference nolds 
that Mr. de Rothschild’s withdrawal of his 
plan for a solution of the silver question 
does not debar the further discussion of his 
proposals by the conference, the committee 
to which the plan was referred having pre- 
sented it for the consideration of the confer- 
ence, thus taking it out of the hands of Mr. 


de Rothschild. 

To-day Mr. Saincetellette, a Belgian dele- 
gate, who supports the de Rothschild plan, 
with the Moritz Levy amendment substitut- 
ingtsiiver,for small gold coins, will'hold a con- 
ference with Sir C. Fremantle, one of the 
British delegates and, Deputy Master of the 
British Mint, and Senor Toca, a Spanish 
delegate, on the question of putting the 
amendment of the de Rothschild plan toa 
vote of the conference. 

Roth Senor Toca and M. Saincetellette hold 
thata failure of the conference can yet be 
averted by a majority of the delegates recom- 
mending either the Levy project or the 
amended Rothschild plan. The scheme pro- 
posed by C. F. Teitjen, the Danish delegate, 
is treated with indifference. It may be 
dropped without discussion by the con- 
ference. ; . 

The proposals advanced by Sir C, Houlds- 
worth, though applauded by the pronounced 
bi-metallist delegates yesterday, are not con- 
sidered by nis colleagues worth wasting time 
over in discussion. His plan will probably be 
referred toa committee to-morrow and will 
not be heard of again. ‘The uncertain 
attitude of the French delegates 
is influencing the representatives 
whose countries belong to the 
Latin Union. It has been a cause of com- 
plaint that other members who are desirous 
of frank opposition to or co-operation in 
the de Rothschild plan communicated these 
proposals to the French delegates before they 
were submittea to the conference and were 
led to believe that the French delegates would 
support the plan, Nad they believed other- 
wise they would have reconsidered the ques- 
tion of presenting the plan. 

It is the opinion of many of the delegates 
that the French Government does not desire 
the conference to decideanything. An in- 
terview has been published here with M, 
Leon Say, the well-known French financier. 
M. Say declared that he thought the attitude 
of the English and American delegates wasa 
deplorable one, andespecially to the Ameri- 
cans, who appeared to be without any den- 
nite proposals. M. Say could not understand 
why the British, as practical business men, 
wantedthe assistance of Frnace ib a matter 
which was thelr owa concern. 

In regard to the Rothschild proposals 
M. Say declared that he thought they solved 
nothing, and he added that he thought the 
deliberations of the conference would end in 
nothing. 

M. Say’s remarks define the action of the 
French delegates who criticise everything 
that is said inthe conference orincommit- 
tee, but who suggest nothing in exchange. 

The opinions among the delegates have be- 
come sharperand more clearly defined, the 
partisans of the single and double standards 
proving more irreconcilable asthe discussion 
developes. Mr. Henry W. Cannon, one of 
the American delegates and President of the 
Chase National Bank, has asked the commit- 


tee to discuss the proposals of the American. 


delegates as stated to the plenary confer- 
ence. 

M. Montefiore Levy, the President of the 
conference, opposes the committee’s pro- 
ceeding to discuss the American proposals. 
He bases his objections on the ground that 
the committee was appointed to discuss a 
special question on reference from the con- 
ference, and that the American proposals are 
related to fundamental principles that would 
better come within the competence of the 
conference. 

Hon. E. Terreli, the American Minister to 
Belgium, will give a banquet in honor of the 
delewates to-morrow. The gr@nd municipal 
reception at the Hotel de Ville has been fixed 
for Dec. 16. This will wind upthe fetes in 
honor of the delegates until after Christmas. 

The London Jimesin commenting on yes- 
terday’s proceedings of the conference, says: 
fir William Houldsworth’s plan is the 
Grollest yet prepared and may ‘serve 
to amuse certain delegates with the notion 
that they are making valua)ie contributions 
to economic science. Mr. McCreary’s speech 
is chiefy remarkable for the frank admis- 
sioh that the United States will take the 
earliest opportunity torepeal the Sherman 
act, or, in other words, abandon the expert- 
ment which Europe had been invited to un- 


dertake. 


BRITISH TOPICS, 


AGRICULTURISTS MEET IN NATIONAL CONFER- 
ENCE. 

Lonpown, Dec. 7.—A national conference of 
British agriculturists was held in the St. 
James Hall, Piccadilly, yesterday in con- 
formity with resolutions adopted by various 
chambers of agriculture throughout Great 
Britain, to the effect that some decisive 
step should be taken at once 
to ,relleve the distressed condition 
of British trade in general, and of British

HE ASSAULTED AND MURDERED MISS 


MIRANDA BRYANT. 


One of the Most Dastardly Crimes on 
Record—The Victim Brutally Assaulted 
and Then Beaten to Death With a 
Bludgeon—Incriminatin¢ Blood Stains 
Found On the Negro’s Clothing—No 
Confession Made. 


JELLICO, Tenn., Dec. 7.—This little moun- 
tain town has been the scene of many excited 
gatherings during the mining troubles of 
Fast Tennessee which had sucha tragic finale 
before Fort Anderson a few months ago. Its 
inhabitants are of a class that are quickly 
aroused when danger menaces or an outrage 
upon members of the community cries out for 
vengeance, 

This Was tragically illustrated this morn- 
Ing, When a burly negro was taken from the 
city calaboose by a band of quickly sum- 
moned mountaineers and hanged to the tree 
nearest the gate of the lock-up. 

Yesterday afternoon Miss Miranda Bryant, 
the Gaughter of a highly respected family 
living tm the village, paid a visit toa neigh- 
bor’s house, While returning to her home 
on the outskirts of the town, In passing 
through a grove of scrub oaks which lined 
the highway on either side, she was 
set upon by a biack fiend and brutally 
outraged and murdered. She was dragged 
from the road toaclump of underbrush and 
there the deed was committed. She had evi- 
dently made a desperate struggle to save her 
lifeand honor. When the body was found a 
short time after life was extinct, it was ap- 
parent that the murderer had _ used 
a -bludgeon to still her cries 
and enable him toaccomplish his design. 
lier screams were heard by the people living 
mot far away and, as soon as the body was 
found, search was at once begun forthe 
murderer. 

In a few hours a negro, known by the name 
of Tye, was found, whose torn clothing, cov- 
ered with bioodstains, pointed to him asthe 
guilty man. He taken into custody and 
placed in the lock-up. 

Shortly before daylight a mob gathered 
about the frail calaboose and 
demanded the prisoner ofthe City Marshal. 
‘The demand was, of course, refused, but 
the officer was quickly overpowered, the 
door battered down, and the suspect was 
soon in the hand of men who knew no mercy. 

With a rope about his neck he was hurried 
tothe nearest tree, and, without a moment 
to say his prayers, swung into eternity. 

Their work done the mob quietly dispersed. 
No arrests have been made and it is not 
likely that any will follow. 

The negro was a worthless character, who 
bore the pauie of Tye because he had been 
raised on the farm of Judge Tye of Williams. 
burg, Ky., Just across the State line. 

Miss Bryant was about 28 years of age. 
funeral takes place to-day. 

An unconfirmed rumor arrived later to-day 
that three men were engaged in the assault 
onthe young lady, two negroes anda white 
man,

The convention of the Journeymen Bar- 
bers’ International Union got. down to work 
to-day, and from now on two sessions will be 
held daily in the hope of finishing up the 
work by the end of the week. Yes- 
terday the convention organizea and the 


consideration of the report of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials consumed most of its 
time. During the afternoon there was a 
pleasant break in the monoto of these 
proceedings, when President J. ©. Meyers, 
who is looked upon as the founder of the 
International Un ~~ though it was really in 
existence before he became President, was 
presented with a splendid gold badge. In 
making the presentation W. E. Klopetzky 
gave A cursory review of the history of the 
order. It was organized Dec. 5, 1887, by five 
men, with Edward Finkelstone ‘of New York 
at the head. Finkelstone became a socialist 
and negiected the union, which lay dormant 
until Dec, 5, 1889, when it was reorganized, 
with H. G. Hock of Muskegon, Mich., a 

President. But Hock soon disqualified 
himself, and William Hain of Toledo, O0.,who 
was Vice- President, assumed the duties of 
resident until the convention at Fort Wayne, 

nd., Dec, 5, 1890, elected J. C. Myers to the 
presidency. At that time the union had 
practically no records, and subordinate 
unions had no way of ascertaining how they 
stood with the general body. Meyers extri- 
cated the union from achaoticcondition,and 
put it on the road to future usefulness. [his 
he did, Mr. Klopetzky said, at the cost of al- 
most superhuman effort and the loss of 
seven months’ salary. A growth exceeding 
any in the history of organized labor had re- 
sulted from the efforts of Mr. Meyers. 

The President seemed greatly embarrassed 
at this . we~ but res sponses fittingly. The 
medal is of soli gold, a pendant 
shield, bearing the national colors, At the 
top in ‘plack letters is the name of the recip- 
lent, anadona gold bar across the shield are 
the initials J.B. I. U. On the inside is en- 
graved: ‘*Presented to President Meyers at 
the Fifth Annual Convention at St. Louis, 
Mo., by his friends, Dec. 6, 1892.’’

CHEAP SILVER. 


An Offer to Make Standard Dollars for 90 
Cents Each. 


Butte, Mont,, Dec. 7.—A strikingly sug- 
gestive letter was to-day sent to Secretary 
Foster of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment Dy Supt. Allen of the Butte and Boston 
Mining Co. ofthecity. The letter isan offer 
to make any amount of much better silver 
Gollars for 9% cents aplece than are 


at presentinuse. Mr. Allen takes the posi- 
tion that counting silver at 8 cents per 
ounce, the intrinsic value of a silver dollar is 
only 65,71 cents. He would put in each dollar 
400 grains of pure silver, whereas the present 
doliar only contains 371% grainsand he would 
number and letter each coin so that the Gov- 
ernment would not be compelled to redeem 
duplicate, a safeguard now neglected, MJir, 
Allen says he would reap a profit in coin- 
ing while the price of sliver was any- 
were under 129.29. The letter adds: *‘While 
it has always been possible to recognize 
counterfeit paper money, the present silver 
coin can be produced at a profit of 53 per 
cent and a coin that cannot be detected. 
This is true of silver money, whether foreign 
or American. Now my proposition is to 
either withdraw the present silver money 
before the excess becomes so large that it 
will bankrupt the Government to redeem it 
or combine with foreign powers who are 
equally in danger and made the old standard 
of value of $1.292.9, which will make acoin 
that cannot be counterfeited without the use 
of base metal alloy, which is easily ce- 
tected, and for which the Government will 
never have to pay face value. 

In commenting upon the letter the Daily 
Miner says: it shows that under the law and 
thejprices as they now exist the counterfeliter 
can make equally as good a dollar as is made 
by the Government and still accumulatea 
fabulous fortune. Hecan make adollar out 
of 65 cents worth of silver; with $650 worth of 
silver he can make $1,000 and from $650,000 
worth of metalhecan reap a profit of $350,- 
000. Whether this trick has already been 
sey be on the Government it is impossible 

or the ablest expert tosay, for the counter- 

feit dollarcan stand every test and so far as 
human mind cen ascertain, will establish its 
genuineness.

PENSIONS AND AN INCOME TAX. 


have paid out in pensions since 1865 the 
enormous sum of §1,500,000,000, and at the 
present rate of increase will pay out as 
much more within the next seven years! 

In 1865 there were 85,986 pensioners who 
were paid $16,340,000. In 1892 we have 
876,063, costing the enormous sum of $150,- 
000,000 perannum,. The number is increas- 
ing at the rate of 200,000 per annum, 
while the cost in 1893 on conservative esti- 
mates will be $200,000,000and in 1894 will 
probably amount to $250,000,000. 

In other Words the pensions cost about 
$4 per capita, or $20 for every family. If 
to this be added the other expenses of gov- 
ernment—not less than $300,000,000—we 
have a grand total of $550,000,000 perannum, 
or a burden of $42 on every family of five, 
There is little hope that this will be ma- 
terially reduced. Government grows more 
expensive as population increases and the 
pension list is now practically a fixed 


legislation. 

Now how shall this enormous charge be 
met? The -people have emphatically con- 
demned high customs duties and demanded 
their repeal. Even at the highest such 
revenues would be inadequate. An income 
tax would meet the emergency fully. It 
would provide revenue ample for the pay- 
ment of pensions without being a burden 
upon the pooror a drag upon industry, 
Those who are best able would contribute 
most; not those who are least able as 
under the existing system. The individual 
would be assessed in proportion to his 
means, and his means will generally indi- 
cate the degree of benefit enjoyed by the 
blessings of good government. 

It is a simple question of morals, or right 
orwrong. Shall the poor man be longer 
victimized by a sneak thief system of in- 
direct taxation, or shall the rich man be 
compelled to do his part in the social 
economy? Itis the question between pri- 
vate interest and the public good. Both 
ways areopen. Oneor the other must be 
|chosen, for there is no other alternative. 
Is the Democratic party equal to the condi- 
tion confronting it?

MISCONDUCTED REFORM. 

The combination of stupidity and hypoc- 
risy which marks the attitude of society 
with reference to the social evil has been 
well illustrated by the recent fruitless at- 
tempt of the Pittsburg authorities to 
wipe it outin that city by force of law. 
The effort to suppress all houses of ill fame 
by means of the policeman’sclub and thé 
hoodlum wagon only resulted in the 
harrying of a few unfortunates; but if the 
houses had been closed, does anyone be- 
lieve that prostitution would have been 
abolished in Pittsburgh? 

In dealing with this problem the average 
social reformer apparently closes his eyes 
to factsand his mind to reason, He as- 
sumes that what authority decrees should 
not be, isnot and must not be. Human 
nature, experiences, conditions he over- 
looks. He invests humanconventions with 
the attributes of divine law and tries to 
abolish the consequences of human 
passion, vice and weakness bya few in- 
effectual ordinances which merely in- 
tensify them and add to the sufferings of 
the unfortunates upon whom their whole 
burden is forced. He attempts to suppress 
effects while permitting the causes to go 
unchecked and punishes the victim while 
the partner, patron or principal in vice 
goes free. 

It is a pity that sensible menand women, 
with the good of mankind atheart will 
not lay aside conventional folly and 
hypocrisy and apply candor, justice and 
common sense to the solution of this great 
social and moral problem. They should 
realize that the law deals only with the 
surface of the thing and that laws which 
inflict penalties upon the women victims 
and increase their degradation, but do not 
touch the men who fill and support the 
prostitution market are monstrosities of 
injustice and wrong. They must recog- 
nize the falseness of the social dietum 
which protects the man, but insists that 
because a woman falls andisfound out 
she is irredeemably bad and can never win 
reinstatement in the social order, 

The only method of reformin this mat- 
ter which can bring permanent good re- 
sults is that which is controlled by a spirit 
of justice and broad charity. Moral suasion 
must be its principal instrument. The er- 
ring woman must be treated as a human 
being, and the victim none the more of her 
own weakness than of social’ conditions 
and vices, and of the weaknessand passion 
of others. Men must be dealt with, and 
courageous and clear-sighted attention 
must be given to the causes and the de- 
fects in the social organization which cre- 
ate and maintain the evil. 

Such shocking exhibitions of miscon- 
ducted reform as those of the Pittsburg 
authorities and the Parkhurst crusaders 
do good only in so faras they prove the 
futility and the brutal injustice of the re- 
form methods in vogue, and thus stimu- 
late the demand for better efforts.

Whenever the interests of Street Railway 
Manager John Scullin are in dangen, Hd 
Butler begins to take an active interest tn 
legisiation around the halls of the Municipal 
Assembly. In @ few days, according to 
Chairman Charles E. Wehner, the Railroad 
Committee of the Council will take up the 
most important bili Manager &cullin has 
before the Assembly. That is the bill 
makingan electric line of the Jefferson ave- 
nue roadand Mr. Butierhas taken it tn his 
protecting care. 80 anxious is Manager &cul- 
lin about it that he has introduced It into the 
House of Delegates as well asthe Council. 
Mr. Butler has enough influence there to get 
the bill well under way before the Council 


bill gets. over. Then one will be 
dropped and the other passed, and 
much time will be saved. It 


would seem that there would be no difficalty 
in getting a bill so simple as this passed, but 
there is more to itthan appears on the sur- 
face. The Assembly wants tousethe Dill as 
a lever to make the roads of the city transfer 
passengers from north and south 
across Jefferson avenue for one fare. 
While Manager Scullin is in chargs 
of the road at present, itis inreality owned 
by all the lines of the city thatrun east and 
west, and they are all equally interested in 
passing the present bill, sothatit would be 
entirely practicable to have the transfer 
Clause put in the Dill. But the rail- 
way men don’t want it done. Manager 
Scullin sald to a PosT- DISPATCH 


reporter on this point: ‘‘If we transferred 
passengers by this line we might as well stop 
running it,sofar asour profits are concerned. 
People would be transferred from the north 
and from the soutb and there would be noth- 
ing left for the Jefferson avenue line pro-

Members ofthe Council whointend to put 
the transfer clause in the bill say 
that this argument would hold good if the 
line were a distinct company, but as its 
profits are divided among all the companies 
that would feed it, the objection is insincere. 
Mr. Butter has undertaken to see that the 
House of Delegates does not put the ob- 
noxious clause in the bill. An election la 
approaching, most of the members of the 
House are either candidates for re-election 
to their seats or for something else, and they

WANT QUICK WORK. 
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The People Have Spoken for Tariff Re- 
vision, 


EVERYTHING POINTS TO AN EXTRA SES&- 
SION OF CONGRESS. 


No Half-Way Measure by the Present Ses- 
sioh Will Satisfy the Mejority—Com- 
ments.on President Harrison's Annual 
Mesdage at Home and Abroad—Gen- 
eral Political News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—Little interest 
was taken in President Harrison’s message. 
By the Democrats it is regarded as the last 
wall ofa dying political organization. One 
suggestion made by the President is, in touch 
with the sentiment of the dominant party in 
the House, that tariff revision should be left 
to the Fifty-third Congress. This brings up 
the question of an extra session. A majority 
of Democrats think thatthe pop-gun policy 
of revising the tariff will not 
only not meet the expectation of the 
people, but will be, politically, harmful. 
They say an extra session of the Fifty-third 
Congress should be called at once, and tne 
real work of thorough tariff reduction be 
entered upon. 

Some of the advocates of this polioy go so 
far as to say that Mr. Cleveland has already 
madeup his mind to convene Oongress in 
extra session. They say that in recent con- 
ferences with Mr. Whitney and other party 
leaders the President-elect has expressed the 
belief that there was no controlling reason 
why there should be any delay in beginning 
the work of relieving the people of the 
burdens borne under the McKinley law. He 
believed the Democrats had been given con- 
trol of the Government on their pledges to 
reform the tariff_and thatthe people wanted 
the change made as soon as possible. 

The unanimity of the Democratic leaders 
here makes it practically certain that Mr, 
Cleveland, acting upon the advice of his fore- 
most lieutenants, willdecide upon an extra 
session. 

The prospect ofan extrasession, which if 
called will convene sometime in March next, 
brings up the question Of political supremacy 


inthe Senate. The status of this body is still 
undecided, but it is believed that in 
spite of Republican attempts to carry 
the Legislatures of several Western States by 
fraud and high-handed methods, an anti- 
Republican majority, if not aclear Demo- 
cratic majority, will enable the dominant 
party to enact all desirable legislation, in- 
cludinga thorough and comprehensive re- 
vision of the tariff. The latest table made up 
by the most astute Democratic leaders here 
givesthe Democrats 44 votes, the Kepubiic- 
ans 89 and the Populists5. These figures 
show an anti-Republican majority of 10, and, 
with the vote of Vice-President Steven- 
son, the Democrats will be able to carry all 
distinctly partisan measures in which they 
cannot command the support of the Popu- 
lists. The present Senate stands: Demo- 
crats, thirty-nine; Independents or Populists, 
two; Republicans, forty-seven. The Demo- 
crats in the next Senate will hold every State 
they now have,and they count with cer- 
tainty upon gaining one Senator each in Cali- 
fornia, New York, Wisconsin, Montana and 
Wyoming. One of the earliest acts of a Sen- 
ate so constituted would be to admit to state- 
hood New Mexico and Arizona, which would 
add four Senators to the Democratic column. 

The situationin Wyoming is watched with 
great anxiety here. A desperate scheme was 
devised by the Wyoming Republicans, acting 
with the knowledge and connivance of proin- 
inent party leaders, toreverse the will of the 
majority. At the recent electien the Denio- 
crats succeeded in choosingaGovernor. The 
Republicans had planned thata numberof 
certificates of election should be issued by the 
Republican Governor to Republican con- 
testants for seats in the Legislature. A suf- 
ficient number having thus been seated to 
give the Republicans a majority on joint 
Dallot it would be possible to elect a United 
States Senator. 

This cleverly planned scheme was neatly 
upset by Gov.-elect Osborne, who, instead of 
waiting until it had been consummated, 
promptly went to the State-house, took the 
oath of office, and assumed the function of 
issuing certificates to members elected to the 
hew Legislature. Thisaction on the part of 
the Governor is believed to have removed the 
last shadow of doubt as to the ability of the 
Democrats to elect a Senator from Wyoming. 

Kansas will surely send elthera Democrat 
Ora Populist tosucceed Bishop W. Perkins, 
and the People’s party seem to have the ad- 
Vantage in Nebraska,and the lines have been 
£0 tensely drawn between the Popullsts and 
Republicans that the election of a Populist 
Senator will be a victory for the.Democrats. 
The third party Senator from Nevada Is Sen- 
ator Stewart, who, though originally elected 
as a Republican, has gone over tothe Popu- 
lists. He tis a tariff-reformer on Farmers’ 
Alliance lines, and can be reckoned upon not 
only to vote for the repealof the McKinley 
law, butto give lls support to any compre- 
hensive tariff-reform measure that may be 
prepared by the Ways and Means Committee 
ofa Democratic House. 

Upon the whole, the outlook for Demo- 
cratic supremacy inthe Senate, if an extra 
session is called, is very bright. The party 
of reform will startin upon the work ofre- 
ducingthe burdens of the people with the 
whole machinery ofthe Government in their 


bands, 


THE MESSAGE ABROAD, 


SHARP CRITICISM FROM THE PRESS OF LON- 
DON, 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—The] Times says: Mr. 
Harrison ascribes the drain of gold from 
America to political jmovements in Europe. 
By many other Republican leaders, however, 
nothing of the Kind is required to explain a 
phenomenon, which everybody acquainted 
with the first principles of currency legisla- 
tion could predict witn absolute confidence 
when America first undertook tocontrol the 
market. Mr. Harrison appears to be en- 
tirely unconscious that the Monetary Con- 
ference is a failure. 

He talks about delay in compelling other na- 
tions to change their coinage. Whata hope- 
less tangle of misconceptions is thus re- 
vealed. Surely the existence of millions of 
dollars in the American treasury which noth-

The Standard says: Not every one is privi- 
leged to vent his spleen in the form-of a state 
paper. Mr. Harrison’s message is not 
inmeantto be gracious. Neither is it impres- 
sive, like the epistle of the rejected lover, 
Sincerely trusting that she will not rue 
bitterly the preference accorded to 
one unworthy of her protection. The warn- 
ing to Canada is polite compared with the 
threat once hurled at Chili, but has flavor 
nevertheless. There isan unwelcome ambi- 
guity in the reference to the Behring Sea 
matter. Butit matters little what he says. 
Ichabod is written in every sentence. 

The Chronicle says: Mr. Harrison’s tariff 
remarks remind one of the school-boy' 
maxim: ‘‘If you tell a lie, tella big. ’un,‘and 
stick toit.’’ It may now be regarded as cer- 
tain that America will make the Nicaragua 
Canal, and thus prevent France from re- 
viving the Panama scheme.

M’KINLEY WILL AGAIN LEAD THE OHIO RE- 
PUBLICANS. 

Lima, O., Dec. 7.—Gov. McKinley will lead 
the Republican hosts in Ohio next Novem- 
ber. This is reliable, based upona private 
interview which he had with Wilson 
Edwards, a prominent Republican, Mr. Ed- 
wards went to Columbus for a requisition, 
and was obliged to see the Governor in his 
home.

TO STOP IMMIGRATION. 


Provisions of Senator Chandler's Fro- 
posed Measure. 


WASHINGTON,D.C., Dec. 7.—Senator Chand- 
ler has prepared forreferenceto the Joint 
Committee on Immigration, of which he 
is Chairman, a bill which will 
be introduced at the earliest 
possible moment and pushed to its passage. 
The opinion of the committee on the Dill is 
said to be practically unanimous. 

It provides, first, that the admission of 
alien immigrants for settlement or residence 
be allowed to enter the United States under 


the act of March 8, 1891, and other immigra- 
tion acts,is hereby suspended and prohib- 
ited for and during the term of one 
year, fromand after the ist day of March, 
1893, exceptas to immigrants coming from 
the countries of North and South America. 

Second, it shall be the duty of the Secretary 
of the Treasury tO make and issue rules and 
regulations for the enforcement of the 
prohibitions of this act, which 
shall not hinder nor delay the 
admission of returning American citizens or 
of aliens coming as visitors or for tem- 
porary sojourn in the United States. 

Third, any alien immigrant entering the 
United States contrary to the 
rovisions of this act, shall be subject 
o all penalties provided against excluded 
immigrants by existing laws, and shall 
in accordance with such laws be _ sent 
back to the country from which 
he came, and all persons who 
shall bring or aid in- bringing any 
such alien immigrant into the United States, 
shall be subject to the penalties now by law 
provided by bringing, or aiding in bringing, 
excluded immigrants.

telligent rules. 

It isto be hoped that the coming rules will 
be framed in clear, terse and intelligible En- 
glish. Most of the utterances of this re- 
markable body are as muddy and mysterious 
as Delphic oracles, and,as a rule, the En- 

h used would cause Mr. Murray great 
pain if he could hear it. 

The Western rule about coupling horses in 
the betting ought to be adopted, and when 
adopted it ought to be rigidly enforced. There 
are two rules on this subject now; the board 
first passed a resolution compelling the book- 
makers tocouple horses, andthenit wisely 
passed a second resolution practically re- 
pealing the first. 

Alithe rules relating to betting ought to be 
gevised and rewritten with enough clearness 
to enable eventhe stewards to understand 
them. It isanotorious factthat there has 
mot been a dispute about betting which bas 
been satisfactorily decided by the stew- 
ards of any race track In the East during the 
past decade. When bets have been declared 
off it was the general opinion that they 
should have stood, and when they were al- 
lowed tostana the most intelligent part of 
the public believed they should have been 


declared off. 

The board might also reform the present 
system of stewards. A member of the Board 
of Control told the writer last summer thata 
, certain steward ‘‘had a ticket in his pocket’’ 
when he decided a memorable case of foul- 
‘ Ing. He aisosaidthe same steward bet on 
races ‘‘whenever he ceuld borrow the iwoney 
to bet.’’ Itisafact known to every race-

sonthe demand far exceeded the supply 
and, fromthe present outlook, next year a 
Yale man, whether he has playedon a unl- 
versity team or not, can get a lucrative pos!i- 


tion forten weeksof the fall, Ralph Paine 
says. The developmentof this remarkable 
occupation isa splendid testimonial to the 


superiority of the atletic system of Yale and 
shows the influence of the college in Amert- 
can sports, 

Butit hasits dangers, and the weekly 
issued by the Yale News hascome out strongly 
against this coaching for money. In an 
editorial this week, headed ‘‘Yale Foot Ball 
Professionalism,’’ Ihe business is vigorously 
opposed, The ground taken isthat the Yale 
system is what has given the university its 


prominence in athletics, and that the meth. 
ods of teaching it ought not to become public 


property. 
Yale is not superior to her rivalsin the ma- 
terial for herteams and is wenerally inferior 


to Harvard. in this particular. Whe Cook 
stroke has been jealously guarded, and has 
won Yale her victories onthe water. It seems 
as though her toot bal! methods should be 
kept with the same carefulness, although, of 
course, there is notthe same exclusiveness 
of ideas. Thus far there has been little danger 
of Yale’s losing any prestige on this account, 
and with the constant changes and improve- 
ments in foot ball, any fears may be ground- 
less. On the other hand, the widespread in- 
terest in foot ball aroused by expert coaching 
tends to raise the standard of the game and 
the greater excellence of the smaller teams 
furnishes the big colleges better practice 
games. Thiscoachingis what might be called 
‘fa soft snap.’’ The salaries this season 
varied from $40 to $70 a week ana expenses. 
The work occupled only two or three hours 
of the afternoon inthe finest seasons of the 
year. 

The most notable cases of coaching col- 
lege teams Were recently furnished by Walter 
Camp and ex-Capt. McClurg, who wentto 
California tocoach two rival teams for two 
weeks.

Purchase a yard of chenilile, bind a 
portion of the same tightly round each bear- 
ing once, finish off by twisting the wire on 
which it is made, and it will last along 
time and keep every atom of grit out of the 
vearings.
